NEWS' ITEMS. 
Pneumonia is prevailing in Sacra­ 
mento to an unusual extent. 
Young Louis Napoleon will l»e< wen- 
ty-one years old on the 16th. 
Josh Billings is in Carson City, Ne* 
vmln, on his way to California. 
The average daily yield of tin* 
Belcher mine exceeds 500 tons of good 
ore. 
The Constitution took 300 flasks of 
quicksilver, on her last trip, all for 
Chili. 
Assay ollices are to he established at 
Chicago, St. Louis and Helena, Mon­ 
tana.

The business of the Patent Office is

larger than ever before, and is steadily 
increasing. 
The steamer Alaska is on the way 
from Hong Kong to San Francisco, 
with 600 Chinese. 
Jas. Gamble was killed at Port Gam­ 
ble, W. T-, on Tuesday, by the falling 
of a pile of lumber. 
The Amador County Citizens’ Con­ 
vention has passed a resolution con­ 
demning the fee system. 
Seamless jute grain-bags are the 
latest novelty. Forty bales of the new 
article are on the way to this coast. 
San Jose is rejoicing in tine oranges 
grown on trees fourteen years old, in 
the foothills of Santa Clara county. 
Seventy-seven members of the Cali­ 
fornia Wine-growers’ Association are 
attending the meeting at Sacramento. 
Terrific snow-storms are prevailing 
along the line of the Central Pacific 
road, and trains are seriously delayed. 
James Anderson was convicted of 
incest at San Jose on Tuesday, and 
sentenced to the State Prison for ten 
years. 
It is estimated that 30,000 persons 
are daily supplied with food at the 
soup kitchens established by the New 
York Herald. 
New Hampshire is the first to hold 
a State election this Spring, the 10th 
of March being the day. Connecticut 
follows on the 0th of April. 
The bill providing that nobody but 
a school teacher can be a Superintend­ 
ent of Schools, has passed and been 
approved by the Governor. 
The Alden fruit preserving estab­ 
lishment at San Lorenzo put up 4(10 
tons of fruit last year, ami will in­ 
crease the figures this season. 
The fight for the possession of the 
position of Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department in San Francisco is going 
on with umlimiuished vigor. 
The fire that has been raging for two 
months in the Empire coal mine, near 
Wilkesbarre, Pennsylvania, has driven 
the workmen out, and is uncontrolled. 
James Dunn was arested in Balti­ 
more on Monday for murdering his 
mistress by throwing a coal-oil lump 
at her which burst and burned her to 
death.

Chicago had packed 1,500,000 hogs 
ii]> to the 1st of February, and at last 
accounts the porkers were still march­ 
ing into the scalding tub in solid col­ 
umns. 
The billiard mutch at Tammany 
Hull, New York, between Daly and 
Dion, for $2,000 a side, was won by 
Daly.

The engineers who have been sur­ 
veying the Colorado desert report in 
favor of turning the Colorado river 
into it, and converting the desert into 
a lake. 
A bill bus been introduced in the 
Legislat ure'to charter for the construc­ 
tion of a railroad from Ban Luis Obispo 
to Santa Maria valley, in Santa Bar- 
liara county. 
The Committee on Civil Service Re­ 
form in the House will submit a bill to 
reduce the salaries of the department 
officers to the figures that ruled beforo 
the grab law was passed. 
The old Astor House in New York 
is to be closed and converted into a 
business block. It long since ceased 
to be a fashionable hotel, but- is still 
popular with business men and poli­ 
ticians from the country. 
The Springfield (Mass.) Republican 
hoists as its presidential ticket in 1876, 
the names of Charles Francis Adams 
of Massachusetts and Governor New­ 
ton Booth of California. Possibly it 
may find occasion to reverse the order 
of the names. 
The ladies of San Francisco are or­ 
ganizing for the whisky fray, hut in­ 
stead of praying, they will move for 
compulsory legislation. One organiz­ 
ation is making out a list of grocers 
who do not in any way deal in liquors, 
with a view to influence trade in their 
favor to the exclusion of those who 
also sell intoxicating drinks.

W a s h in g t o n , March 6th. 
Mitchell has introduced in the Sen­ 
ate a bill providing for tlie permanent 
location of the terminus of the Oregon 
Cent ral Railroad, and to further amend 
the act of May 4th, 187(1, granting aid 
towards its construction. It was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Public 
Lands. The bill provides that the 
southern terminus of the railroad shall 
be located at some suitable point on 
the line of the Oregon and California 
Railroad not further south than Eu­ 
gene City nor further north than 
Junction City, and grants the same 
rights and privileges to the railroad in 
its construction to such point as are 
granted by the original act in aid of 
the construction of the Oregon Central 
Railroad and Telegraph line from Port­ 
land to Astoria and McMinnville. It 
further provides that in case the quali­ 
ty of land of the full sections per mile 
cannot be found within the limits pre­ 
scribed by the original act, that sec­ 
tions to make up the deficiency may 
be taken under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Interior, on the west­ 
erly side of such road, and between it 
and the Pacific ocean. 
The President lias nominated Ed­ 
ward J. Dunne Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Arizona, and M. P. 
Berry Collector of Customs for the dis­ 
trict of Alaska.Cmc’Aao, March 5th.

Pacific Coast Dispatches. 


SAN F R A N C ISCO. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , March 6th. 
A storekeeper on Kearny street lias 
identified the likeness of Tiburcio Vas- 
qucz as that of a Mexican who came 
to his store a few nights since and 
bought a complete set of woman’s ap­ 
parel and asked for paint and a wig, 
which could not be furnished him. 
Many persons believe that it was the 
outlaw aud that he went away on the 
steamer Constitution. • 
A special meeting of the State As­ 
sembly to investigate whether the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company lias 
performed its contract with the State 
to furnish free transportation for pris­ 
oners and insane persons, began its 
labors last night. The evidence thus 
far shows that the company passes 
such persons free. 
A praying brigade has been organ­ 
ized aud nine saloons on Front and 
Sacramento streets are designated for 
the initiative assaults. 


Horrible Murder near Saratoga. 
A dispatch from Saratoga Springs 
of the 1st March says a horrible mur­ 
der was committed last night at Doe’s 
Corners, a small settlement in the 
town of Wilton, about lour miles north 
of the springs. George Lee uiyl his 
father, farmers living in the village, 
liad gone to attend a political town 
caucus, leaving James H. Standish, a 
single man who owned the farm, but 
lived with the Lee family, at home. 
On the return of Lee and the father 
the wife of George Lee charged Stand­ 
ish with insulting her. * This led to 
an altercation, in which Standish 
seized a hot flatiron from the stove 
with which he struck Lee a terrible 
blow on the head, felling him to the 
floor, in which position lie contiiqied 
to strike him witli the iron till the 
man’s head was crushed to a horrid, 
unshapely mass aud his brains scat­ 
tered over the fioor. Standish was ar­ 
rested and brought to Saratoga, where 
lie is now in jail. None of the parties 
appear to have been in liquor. Lee 
was a* peaceable man, and held in 
high regard by his neighbors. He was 
about forty years old. Standish moved 
into town about a year ago. He is a 
single man of some property, and of 
no apparent evil habits. In his cell 
to-day lie complained of a had head­ 
ache, but did not seem to fully realize 
the terrible crime lie had committed 
or the awful consequence of it.

During the term of Mike Bryte as 
Sheriff, of two years, which expired 
on Monday, 1,340 prisoners were con­ 
fined in the Sacramento County Jail. 
Between Tucson and Camp Bowie, a 
distance of 120 miles, there are 720 
graves, all filled by white men murder­ 
ed by Indians. 


A Woman's Throat Cut. 
At quarter to 12 o’clock this fore­ 
noon, in the International Hotel, at K 
and Fourth streets, John H. Cook 
made a savage attempt to murder liis 
wife by cutting her throat and stab­ 
bing her. At that hour Angus 
Martin, the proprietor of the Hotel, 
who was in the hotel office, heard 
the screams of a woman, and 
at once rushed into tlie parlor, 
whence they appeared to come. He 
saw Cook holding his struggling wife 
down on the sofa and striking at iter. 
Cook heard Martin enter, and instantly 
loosening his hold, turned to Martin 
and said lie would give himself up. 
The latter, seeing the blood spouting 
from the woman’s neck and running 
down her clothing, ran to her to 
staunch the wounds. 
Others who 
had hoard the screams now came 
pouring in, and in the excite­ 
ment Cook slipped quietly out of the 
room, ran hastily through the hotel, 
with which he is well acquainted, out 
the back way, llnough the stable, 
leaped the fence into the alley, and 
ran down the alley toward Front 
street. In less than ten minutes after 
the first alarm Captain Stevens and 
officers Dolan, Rider, Shellars and 
Morales arrived, and having learned 
the course of the fugitive they were 
quickly on his track. The wounded 
woman was removed to a bed-room, 
and a physician having been sum­ 
moned it was found that none of the 
cuts w’ere fatal. She had been cut 
three times in the throat, one on the 
right side, long but not deep, and two 
smaller cuts on the left. She had also 
been stabbed in the left side through 
her corsets, but neither is this wound 
serious. 
John JI. Cook and the woman whom 
he. tried to murder, came from Nevada 
here in last September. It is alleged 
that she is the wife of a man livingin 
Nevada, and that she eloped from 1dm 
at that time with Cook. Cook has 
since been occasionally employed on 
the railroad here as yardman, but has 
recently been at Rocklin and other 
places on the line of the road on other 
business. His wife remained at the 
International until a few days since, 
when she went to another hotel, her 
object being to get rid of her second, so 
far as known, man. Cook returned a 
few days since and staid at the 
International. To-day the woman 
went there on business, and it is sup­ 
posed was seen by Cook. No others 
were in the parlor at the time, and the 
immediate precedents of the cutting 
are unknown. Cook carried off the 
knife, which is thought to have been 
a common pocket-knife. Cook was 
arrested last night.—[Sacramento Bee, 
March 3d.

From this exhibit the Healdsluirg 
( I rangers argue that tlw |>pueipal ob­ 
je c t of tlie association seenri* to be the 
encouragement of horse-racing, and 
that the agiltfulfufal And dtliW íiíílus- 
triat Interests of the Státc tvéfé p'raet i- 
eally ignored. 
Assum ing the facts as 
set forth to Ik* true, we did not hesitate 
to commend the spirit of the resolu­ 
tions, at least so far as they aim ed at 
relieving our agricultural associations 
from the odium of being m ainly run 
for thó berteftt of moil whose'ohly in­ 
terest hf flhe'kortos-fstbe-opportunity 
they afford for gam bling. The Sacra­ 
m ento Record of the 3d comes to the 
defense of the association in an article 
of considerable length, in which the 
facts assumed to exist in the resolu­ 
tions alluded to are in the m ain con­ 
troverted. 
A lw ays striving to act 
w ith the utm ost im partiality, and only 
desiring t b ^ t l ^ .tfijtji.shall prevail, 
we give the other side of the ques­ 
tion as presented in the agricultural 
departm ent of the Record. 
In reply 
to the deduct jops di^w u by t t a Healds- 
burg grange from the statem ent of 
expenditures given above, the Record 
says: 
They say these figures show that 
more than twenty-five per cent of all 
the expenditure was paid Tor drawing 
premiums, w hich latter exceed ail 
other prem ium s awarded by $4,488. 
Now, in the first place, $7,934'was only 
the cash premium s paid. The diplo­ 
mas, silver and gold medals and plate 
paid instead of cash, swelled this 
am ount to $9,987 15. The racing pre­ 
miums paid were as stated, $12,422. 
But every horse entered has to pay ten 
per cent of the purse in cash before ho 
is allowed to compete. Some of the 
purses are frequently forfeited by foul 
dealing of jockeys, and the privilege of 
l>ool selling brings in a good income. 
From these sources and the rent of the 
grand stand on the occasion of the race 
between Lucy and Goldsm ith Mqid, 
the society realised th at year tiursnm 
of S 10,71 i. leaving only the sum of 
$1,711 whic^i the society paid torpurses 
over and above what they received 
from thcsaun^ source, not taking jn to 
account the receipts at the gate. 
Dur­ 
ing the eight days of the fair that year, 
t lie receipts at the park were $15,337 50. 
Deducting from this am ount the SI.711, 
tlie deficiency of purses not paid by the 
races proper, and we have $13,626 50 
surplus of receipts at the park over ex­ 
penses for races, to apply in the pay­ 
m ent of prem ium s in all other de­ 
partm ents. 
L et us stop right here 
and inquire w hat it was th at swelled 
tiie receipts a t the gates of t lie park 
to such liberal 
dimensions. 
The 
answer is conclusive that public opin­ 
ion is in favor of the turf as a test of 
speed, strength, eadurauce and value 
of the horse. 
And w e assert b rrc TltTd 
defy contradiction th at th e farm ers 
take a greater inlerett lie the tfuifs of 
speed of the horses fairs than any pr 
all other classes 
W hy should they 
n o t? The farm ers raise all the horses 
and raise tttem as they do all other 
products of the farm* tP *selfc ¡fw.tbe 
m ost tney can get for them . And every 
farm er knows th a t speed and endur­ 
ance gives value more than a n y other 
quality and brings greater profit, to the 
raiser. 
A fast home will nr mg thou­ 
sands of dollars while a horse fitted 
only for hard labor brings only h un­ 
dreds. 
But we will leave this point 
and exam ine the financial Side of the 
exhibition of the agricultural (aside 
from 
the stock), lnoóhanicál 
and 
m ineral products, for the encourage­ 
m ent of which aloue the Grange seems 
to think the $5,000 was appropriated 
by the State. 
The society paid out 
for these purposes, as stated above, 
$9,987 15, or in round nunlbers double 
the appropriation. 
Then how could 
the S ta te s m oney havie. been. M isap­ 
propriated? On the contrary, it will 
be seen that the society are indebted 
principally to the receipts arising from 
(lie attractions of the races for the ad­ 
ditional $5,000 which they devoted to 
the encourageín'ent ÓfthS agricultural, 
mechanical and m ining interests. This 
will appear m ore fully when the fact 
is stated that the receipts at the doors 
of the Pavilion, during the fair of 1872, 
were $8,903 50, or but little over half 
those at the Park during the «ame 
tim e.

and helps to swell the* taxable proper­ 
ty of the S tate and inore»«c:th<*1an- 
nual revenue more th an the sqm 
asked. ’

Another Woman's War. 


That part'-of t t p |f c i& R lii^i^iib ia 
knJwn Tts* Kcnsmgniif nas all oa^ 
long been tliu scene of the wildest dis­ 
order. 
Most of tlie employee# of the 
numerous cotton and woolen mills lo­ 
cated there have suddenly turned out 
into the streets, deserting the facto­ 
ries, leaving the looms, and in great 
crowds have aáseinbhkl abdut the 
mills, threatening and trying to in­ 
timidate the few wlto seem reluctant 
to joinjthem ini their strike. Kensing­ 
ton bears pretty much the same rela­ 
tion to the country generally as Liver­ 
pool bears to England. Immense cot­ 
ton and woolen mills face upon the 
street, in one solid block after another, 
and over their tops continually hang 
great clouds of smoki^ 
Huddeqly, 
without any direct indication of con­ 
certed action on the part of the work­ 
ers, they, approached those w ho em­ 
ployed them, Ynude their, tfeijiarid, 
were steadily refused, and upon the 
denial at once left the looms. The 
mills left desolate in this single after­ 
noon, as well us the number of bunds 
employed, arc as

The origin of the strike may be stated 
briefly: Previous to the panic theem - 
ployes were regularly engaged at a 
salary which, .after the panic, was re- 
"(fírtted to tlfti ex'tchtof 15 pér cent. At 
tlie time the reduction was made the 
mills were silent, as tbtyjafe to-flfiyj, 
business was dull, and tlie hands were 
greatly in want. In order, therefore, 
to obtain for themselves and their fam­ 
ilies the simple necessaries of life, they 
resumed their work at the reduced 
rates mentioned ^bove. A few days 
ago a disiatist'aotkm at this continued 
reduction was manifested at one of the 
mills, the employes claiming that the 
increasing demand for the tissues and 
fabrics of tlie factory, were sutHeient to 
enable tlie firm to increase their pay 
to the figures allowed them before tlie 
panic. 
The employers denied that 
their business warranted any such in­ 
crease, and positively refused to allow 
it. Thereupon the girls rushed pell- 
mell into tlie street, thronged around 
the other mills in the locality, and 
sought to involve in their measures 
all tlie workers*. Jn all the factories. 
This (icott r r^d a tb \V( I ay s ago; bpt Im­ 
mediately after tlie demonstration the 
same dissatisfaction was manifested in 
all the other factories, und to-day the 
mills have ceased. 
The sudil^aoutpouring of two thou­ 
sand liantls ivt the same moment info 
thje street caused a fiiriops ekcitemoiit, 
and the behavior of tlie 'factory girls 
was anything but creditable to them­ 
selves. In. grcpt groups they assem­ 
bled in front ofwhei1 fhcfebrieHStilfrun*- 
ning, and sought by hurling obscene 
and yulgar epithets to force tike work­ 
ers to eaiae O pt inid joiju them. 
They 
indulged in coarse language and pro­ 
fanity, and in a word, conducted them­ 
selves like a clan of hopeless lunatics, 
rather than a multitude of sensible 
and industrious American.girls., . . 
In an interview with several of the 
mu lingers of t lie mills,your correspond­ 
ent was informed that they liad in­ 
tended at tlie opening,of the .Spring to 
return to the old wages; but the panic 
had so reduced the price of their fab­ 
rics that they were positively obliged 
to reduce the salaries proportionately. 
Messrs. Potter & Dickey, in addition 
to the mills mentioned above, are tlie 
proprietors of other establishments, 
and it is feared they will be forced to 
close also. To-morrow tlie working 
girls hold a large mass meeting to- 
decide upon future action.—[New 
York Herald, Keb. !9t]i.

Proposed Postal Reforms. 


The Senate Committee on Appro­ 
priations W ill pfopO^e several impor­ 
tant changes in tlie PostolHce admin­ 
istration. These were intimated in 
part by Senator Morrill of Maine in 
tlie debate which took place on tlie 
23d of January, pending the considera­ 
tion of tlie Postoillye route bill. In this 
dolíate Mr. Morrill alluded to the fact 
that tlie Postmaster-Ueneral estimates 
that the earnings of the department 
will he some $29,000,000, and that there 
will be a deficiency of $7,000,000 and 
odd, m aking over $36,000,000. Not a 
dollar of this aniohiit goes through tlie 
Treasury of tlie United States or is 
subject to its audit or control. This de­ 
partment therefore was Independent of 
the Treasuryrf.' If the department is to 
be kept within its (reasonable bounds, 
«te tlmUit will* not break Itself -down, 
this kind of legislation must be ar­ 
rested. The committee will propose an 
amendment to the laws so us to pro­ 
vide that, after the 30th of June, 1874, 
conveyance in the mails of samples of 
merchandise, packages of clothing, 
seeds, cuttings, bulbs, roots, scions, 
samples of metals, ores and mineral- 
ogical specimens and bound books shall 
cease,:and all- laws authorizing such 
conveyance shall be repealed. The 
reason for proposing such repeals is 
that tlie m ails are lumbered . >vith, 
among other things, beehives, with 
live bees in them, fed with houey and 
sheltered by glass, boots and shoes, 
groceries and other, incongruous ar­ 
ticles, whieli are sent through the 
mails 
under 
the 
provision . that 
everything, except some dangerous 
liquids, can be sent through the mails 
if nót weighing over fcur pounds. 
These articles, bulky and weighty, fill 
up the postal mail oars, and are carried 
by our present system like tlie letters, 
which must go as rapidly as possible 
upon the trains to seek their immedi­ 
ate distribution; and the effect is that 
all the accommodations which the 
Postmaster-General cah get upon the 
postal car system are not sufficient for 
the adequate and rapid and satisfacto­ 
ry distribution of the m atter which 
ought to pass through the mails alone. 
The railroad companies are now paid 
by weight for the exact amount they 
carry, and it is therefore contended 
that if the mails shall be relieved from 
tlie carrying of merchandise there will 
be a great saving to the government. 
The effort of the Appropriation Com­ 
mittee will be to make the Postofflce 
Department a medium of 
slmpjy 
transm itting, intelligence. 
In this 
connection some, if not a majority, of 
the coinmitjtee arc In favor of abolish­ 
ing the postal car system and of re­ 
pealing the clause providing for the 
free delivery of letters, the latter on 
the ground that Large sums are thus 
spent for tiib'bencflt ofthe Residents in 
a few cities while the people at largo 
are taxed to pay for it. It is estimat­ 
ed that such changes would well nigli 
cover tlie amount specified as deficien­ 
cies.—[N. Y. Herald, Feb. 23d.

Ipm Marshall’s Duels. 


Atijoug Tom f t ^ A j J ’H cltCckeml 
experience at this period was a duel 
with James Watson Webb, of New 
York. On the trial of Monroe Edwards 
for forgery Marshall defended him. 
The defense called forth a severe criti­ 
cism in the New York Courier and 
fínqnirrr edited 
by 
Webb, whom 
Marshall chtilletifetHl fof tlie offensive 
article. The duel took place in the 
neighborhood of the city of New York, 
Webb was slipt below the knee joi.it, 
provoking Marshall tircry out-o.i tito 
spot: “ It is the damnedest lowest act 
of my life.” Marshall in tlie course of 
his life fought two other duels. Oho 
with young Rowan, of Kentucky, who 
challenged him lor words spoken 
against Rowan’s .father,, the .famed 
Judge Rowan, with tlie evident inten­ 
tion of calling forth a challenge from 
the latter. Rowan Was what is Called 
a ‘jliip shot;” that is, he ratsetylils pis­ 
tol to his own nip and then fired with­ 
out taking aim, but with almost un­ 
erring precision. This method gave 
him tlie advantage in time, and Mar- 
'Khftll fell tit tlie first fire, shot through 
the thigh. While confined to Ins room 
by tills wound*, Miss-liouisa Bullitt, a 
lady widely known for her wit and 
beauty anti whom lie had long but 
vaiply,courted, called with a friend to 
see hint, playfully saying as she en­ 
tered th e rbom, “Mr. Marshall, you 
have at last got what you have so long 
desired— 
Marshall*# fetort, 
more w itty than delicate. I shall be 
pardoned for omitting. The manners 
of forty years ago we should bear in 
mind were a little broad as well as 
very high. 
His .other duel was with James 
'JadR&On, fought while • both wero 
serving in the Mexican war. 
An old 
gnvlgfcitlfoine having sprung up into 
a'quarrel in the enemy’s country, 
JacksMii, on Marshall's volunteering 
the avowal th a t ho was ready tc fight 
him whenever lie chose, at once chal­ 
lenged Tom. Tlie appointed place of 
meeting was nearly thirty pifies dis­ 
tant, and: could bo reached only ón 
horseback. 
Marshall was suffering 
from tlie flux, and had frequently to 
dismount. 
When lie readied 
the 
ground he could scarcely ¡stand. 
He 
afterward told an intim ate friend th at 
he had made up his mind to kill Jack­ 
son, and liad balanced himself on bis 
left leg so that, even if Jackson shot 
him, ho could stand long enough to 
return th e fK-ei.-•■Jackson fired first 
without effect. 
Marshall then took 
deliberate aim and fired, Jackson turn­ 
ing his breast fully to him. The cap 
waatru«, Jiuttfoer# was nqr ef plosion, 
,$ if Jajbksonitppd unhurt.-. Marshall, 
turning to his second, who was also 
his lieutenant, asked what that meant. 
The second replied that tlie ramrod 
was too short, and he had not rammed 
the ball hojne. “ Oh, yea,” said Mar­ 
shal j , sadistically, “ I undej-idAijd; 
yon kre 4ij? licutenailt; ajgl hid. f been 
killed you would have succeeded me.” 
Col. Tom Hawkins, Jackson’s second, 
stepped up, took tlie pistpl, rammed 
the*6ftll home mid handed il back, of­ 
fering another fire; but by this time 
M arshall was too weak to stand any 
longer. The event Was’’ fwtnhrft* for 
both; -Jaelrson, as galifthtín '‘flprr1t ás 
ever breathed, lived to join tlie Union 
side in the civil war, rising rapidly to 
tlie position of acting major-general, 
when lie was killed in. the battle of 
Perryville, falling at the head of his 
divisioti..

Two Associate Justices Quarrel. 


We liave to record one of tlie most 
disgraceful scenes that ever dishon­ 
ored tlie judiciary of Mississippi. It 
is no secret, we believe, that Chief Jus­ 
tice Peyton and Justice Himrall have 
not maintained tlie most pleasant re­ 
lations with Jhstice TarbeH, and it has 
been rumored that the two former 
have been in the habit of indulging in 
language highly derogatory to tlie lat­ 
ter. 
As the members of the Court were 
about leaving the consultation cham­ 
bers for tliecourt-room the other day, 
Chief Justice Peyton suggested a delay 
In order that .they m ight, proceed to 
designate a reporter for the decisions 
of the Supreme Court, a position re­ 
cently made vacant by the resignation 
of Joshua 8. Morris, the late Attorney- 
General. 
To this proposition Justice Tarbell 
responded by saying: ‘81* see no ne­ 
cessity for my remaining, as I under­ 
stand the person who is to be made 
reporter is already determined on, and 
my vote, no m atter how cast, cannot 
change tlie result.” 
Chief- Justice Peyton, who is by no 
means the sweetest tempered man liv­ 
ing, took umbrage at this remark, 
waxed indignant, and proceeded to 
manifest his indignation in language 
¿Sncli . Mtore forcible 
than 
pdpite. 
\y<lf4é. hüwever^somptinies rutilé the 
most placid of humans, and the words 
of Justice Tarbell, intim ating that it 
was hardly worth while for him to go 
through the farcical formality of ex­ 
pressing an opinion upon a subject 
tjiat his associates had already settled 
without consulting anylxMy but them ­ 
selves, nettled tlie amiable and phleg­ 
matic Chief Justice, and his mild and 
gentle ward*, < ^phim i7,e^y ¿ m u ^ y 
affectionate pet expletives, ifx turn 
riled and excited Justice TurbaLL 
. 
We have not been informed of the 
precise wortls used by (Chief Jhstice 
Peyton, but it is understood that some 
of the endearing terms applied by him 
to Justice Tarbell induced that func­ 
tionary to make a step forward. Mis­ 
taking this for a hostile movement, 
our amiable Chief Justice prepared for 
“action.” W ith a promptness and 
celerity that would do no discredit to 
a much younger man. lie drew his 
knife on Justice Tarbell, and but for 
tlie prompt interference of Justice 
Himrall, it is believed that the floor of 
tlie temnlc of justice woultj have been 
stainéd wRh the blood or*brie of its 
own m inisters.—[Vicksburg Herald.

The steamer California, carrying 
freight only, is due at Wilmington to­ 
day.Four car-loads of miscellaneous 
freight were received at the depot yes­ 
terday. 
The tickets for the school exhibition 
next Wednesday evening are meeting 
with a lively sale. 
Mr. Gillette, the County Recorder, 
is enlarging and improving his resi­ 
dence on Hill street. 
Justice Gray, who has been on the 
sick list for a tew days, is recovering, 
and will soon be about again. 
A small brick building is being 
erected in the rear of McDonald's res­ 
taurant, on Commercial street. 
The citizens of El Monte will apyly 
to the ¡átate for assistance to confine 
the San Gabriel river to its channel. 
The Sheriff’s sale of property for 
delinquent taxes proceeded as usual. 
The sale begins again to-day at 11 
o’clock. 
The grangers of Florence were to 
hold a harvest feast yesterday, but 
owing to the prevalence of scarlatina 
it was postponed. 
The parlor entertainment advertised 
to come off at the Turner Hall this 
evening is postponed until the latter 
part of next week. 
Everet Chamberlain, of the Chicago 
Times, has presented the library with 
with a copy of his interesting work 
on Chicago and its suburbs. 
The Los Angeles District Agricul­ 
tural Society has no representative at 
the agricultural meeting called to­ 
gether by the State Board of Agricul­ 
ture at Sacramento. 
Yestesday was put down as a dull 
day by our merchants; the threaten­ 
ing aspect of the weather in the morn­ 
ing probably induced country people 
to remain at home. To-day we shall 
see them in town in force. 
The W e e k l y H e r a l d , containing 
the proceedings of the Board of Super­ 
visors, court record, and a greaf varie­ 
ty of local and miscellaneous news, 
was issued yesterday. Extra copies 
can be obtained at the office. 
A couple of savage dogs attacked a 
man on horseback on Spring street, 
and were driven off with difficulty. 
There are a few valuable dogs in the 
city, but for every one there are a score 
of worthless curs that ought to be made 
into sausage at once. 
Newmark’s communication in rela­ 
tion to the duties on wines, published 
a few days since in the H e r a l d , is at­ 
tracting attention in the State wine­ 
growers meeting at Sacramento, and 
was considered of sufficient impor­ 
tance to warrant its reference to a 
special committee. 
On Wednesday last,’Willie Faris of 
Florence settlement shot and killed, at 
a distance of fifty yards,and with small 
shot, a large bald-headed eagle. Tt 
measures seven feet from tip to tip of 
the wings, and weighed fifty pounds. 
That may have been a good shot, but 
it is treating the great American bird 
very cruelly. 
The articles of association of the Los 
Angeles City and County Printing and 
Publishing Company have been filed 
in the office of the Secretary of State. 
The capital stock is fifteen thousand 
dollars, and the directors are F. P. F. 
Temple, Prudent Beaudry, I» W. Lord, 
John S. Thompson, Thos. W. Garey, 
J. W. Potts and J. Bixby. 
M. G. Mappa, Deputy Collector of 
Internal Revenue for this city, has re­ 
ceived a communication from the Col­ 
lector informing him that the provi­ 
sion of the revenue law requiring 
dealers in tobacco to sell from the 
original stamped packages will be 
rigidly enforced on and after April 
1st, and requesting him to notify 
dealers to that effect. Fancy jars will 
have to take a back seat hereafter. 
Board of Supervisors. 
The Board met yesterday and com­ 
pleted the list of grand jurors for the 
coming year,after which the following 
general business was transacted: 
The bill of Mr. Donaldson for road 
work was read and referred to the 
Committee on Roads with the request 
that they have the bill itemized. 
The petition asking that Cornelius 
Grafton be appointed janitor of the 
Court-house was read and laid on the 
table. 
A petition asking that guideboards 
be put up on the roads of the county 
was read and referred to the the Com­ 
missioner on Roads. 
In reference to the petition asking 
for the opening of a certain road to La 
Ballona, all parties interested were re­ 
quested to appear at the next meeting 
of the Board. The same action was 
taken in the case of the petition ask­ 
ing for a road from Florence to Los 
Angeles. 
Board adjourned to meet on the first 
Monday in April. 


Blown to Atoms. 
On last Friday evening, says the 
Houghton (Mich.) Mining Gazette ex­ 
tra of February 15th, at about 7:30 
o’clock a terrible accident occurred at 
the Phoenix mine in Keweenaw coun­ 
ty, two miles from Eagle river, the 
origin of which will probably never 
be known. Four miners and a sub­ 
ordinate underground officer were pre­ 
paring in an apartment of a building 
on the location occupied by the min­ 
ing captain as his office, a quantity of 
dualin, to use that night in making a 
“sandblast” in the mine. The men 
were taking the dualin—100 pounds— 
from its original package, and trans­ 
ferring it to a bag, when the explo­ 
sion took place. Besides the dualin 
there were three kegs of powder in the 
room. Three of the men were hand­ 
ling the explosive, the fourth was 
holding a lighted candle, while the 
fifth man stood looking on when the 
explosion occurred. The house was 
shattered to atoms and the men liter­ 
ally blown to pieces. Captain John 
Hoatson, underground superintend­ 
ent of the mine, was, in the office, an 
adjoining room, at the time, seated at 
his desk, and was struck by some of 
the flying missies on the left side of 
the head and face, receiving such in­ 
juries that he died this (Sunday) 
morning.________________

Agricultural Sociefy Matters. 
Pursuant to adjournment the State 
Board of Agriculture met at the Secre­ 
tary’s office at the I’avillon at 3 P. M. 
yesterday. President Carey in the 
chair. iVesent— Directors Chamber­ 
lain, J. J. Green, C. Green, Hamilton, 
Younger, Cox and Biggs. Reading of 
the minutes dispensed with. 
The Building Committee through 
their Chairman, Cox, reported prog­ 
ress ami asked for further time, which 
was granted. 
The Chairman of the Committee on 
Appropriations reported progress and 
was granted further time. 
Peter Brandow, suspended at tjie 
last State Fair, was reinstated. 
A communication from Cyrus Jones 
& Co. was read and filed. 
The Secretary was instructed to 
answer a communication of Ilealds- 
burg Grange No. 18, P. of H., relative 
to the Board, and the following resolu­ 
tions in reply to that Grange was 
ordered transmitted to it and also pub­ 
lished: 
Whereas, Healdsburg Grange No. 
18, P. of 11, has caused to be sent 
abroad a circular containing vague, 
unfounded charges against the State 
Agricultural Society and its Board of 
Directors, which the Board unquali­ 
fiedly deny in every part and word; 
therefore be it resolved in reply to said 
Grange ami in answer to its wholly 
unwarranted attack, as follows: 
As to tile charge concerning the mis­ 
management of the affairs of tlie State 
Agricultural Society, we deny that any 
of the avowed objects of the society 
have been laid aside or neglected; on 
the contrary, to the-fullest extent each 
purpose of the society lias been foster­ 
ed and encouraged to tin* full ability 
of the association. 
* 
And further, as to the alleged mis­ 
management of the affairs of the so­ 
ciety, the Board points with pride to 
the personal employment and standing 
of the members of the Board asa com­ 
plete reply to the untruthful and un­ 
warranted attack of Grange No. 18. 
That the books of the society have 
been open to examination, and com­ 
plete exhibits of its financial afiairs 
have been published, showing the ad­ 
ministration to have been discreet and 
successful in paying off debts long 
since contracted, awarding liberal pre­ 
miums and acquiring valuable proper­ 
ty. That the “ agricultural, mechani­ 
cal and household arts and the fnining 
interests” have in no sense been made 
secondary considerations, nor has the 
society conducted “ horse-racing ” so 
as to make it “ one grand carnival of 
pool-selling and gambling.” The fig­ 
ures quoted by Grange No. 18 from our 
report of 1872, when proper/// stated, 
make the following showing : 
Total expenditures..................................3-17,831 16 
Amount paid for premiums in cash, 
pluto, diplomas, gold and silver 
medals..................................................... 9,H6T 15 
Of which 87,tW4 wus costi, 
Amount puid in racing purses......... 12,422 00 
or which amount theru was received 
from entrance money to purse, pool 
privileges and rent of stand............ 10,711 09 
Which leaves $1,711 as all the money 
of the society actually spent for racing 
premiums. As a further proof that the 
society money lias not been squander­ 
ed, we cite the fact that the receipts at 
the Park,separate and distinct from the 
Pavilion receipts, for the exhibition of 
1872, were $15,337 50, thus showing a 
clear gain of $13,020 50 from the Pare 
attractions, which was used in advanc­ 
ing all the interestsof the society. The 
receipts of the Pavilion during the 
same period were $8,963 50. 
That in relation to speed trials and 
exhibitions the Board has followed 
the established custom of the society 
for years and the manifest demand of 
public opinion, as exhibited in the suc­ 
cess which lias met the same. When 
E 
ublic sentiment and patronage shall 
e sufficient to enable the society to 
accomplish its ends without the at­ 
tractions of the track, the policy of 
abolishing all speed exhibitions may 
be timely considered. That the erec­ 
tion of the grand stand, to which 
Grange 18 so strenuously objects, is not 
to be wholly for racing purposes, but 
is to be used, in common with the gen­ 
eral use of the Park, as a stock ground, 
and for viewing in comfort the daily 
stock parades and other exhibi­ 
tions, which have at late fairs 
been attended by the people in num­ 
bers beyu^l the present seating capci- 
ty of the ^rounds. That iu relation to 
the alleged liability of contamination 
of the people by attendance on the 
State Fairs, we jndignantly repudiate 
the aspersion impliedly cast upon the 
people of Califorusa by Grange 18, and 
in reply point with pride to the fact 
admitted by all observant visitors 
from abroad, that the assemblage of 
people at the State Fairs of California 
is more orderly and reputable than 
those gathered on most great public 
occasions and festivals in other States; 
and that the illdisposed and disrepu­ 
table persons hanging upon the out­ 
skirts of great assemblages are less in 
number and kept in closer check than 
in any other State in the Union, and 
in proof of this we cite the conduct of 
the last State Fair especially. Final­ 
ly, we call attention to the fact that 
upon our Board, out of ten members, 
seven are practical and extensive 
farmers and stockraisers, and no 
member of the Board has ever exhib­ 
ited a horse at a speed programme in 
any race anywhere. That the attend- 
anco at the fairs has rapidly increased 
and theexibition in all its departments 
greatly advanced, the exhibition of 
stock in 1873 having been proven to be 
the best, mostf varied and extensive 
ever made iu the Union, and the ex­ 
hibition of agricultural implements 
and machinesbeingthe bestyetgiven; 
and as a last reply to Grange 18 of 
Healdsburg, which threatens to with­ 
draw its patronage from, the society, 
we reply: that a diligent search of the 
books of the society discloses the fact 
that for eight years no life or other 
membership has been taken from that 
section, nor lias that vicinity had a 
solitary exhibitor at the State Fair. 
Resolved, That the press of the State 
be respectfully requested to publish 
these resolutions, and that the Secre­ 
tary send them to each Grange of the 
Patrons ot Husbandry and to his Ex­ 
cellency Governor Newton Booth.

The Sonoma Democrat of February 
27th says: Matt Lynch, a veteran 
publisher and editor, died at Ukiah 
City on Friday, the 20tli inst. Mr. 
Lynch was formerly of Plumas coun­ 
ty, where he published the Standard. 
He established the Mendocino Demo­ 
crat, afterwards the Independent Dis­ 
patch at Mendocino City. At the 
time of his death he was publishing 
the Dispatch at Ukiah City. Mr. 
Lynch was a clear and forcible writer, 
in his best days he had no superior in 
his line in the State. 


The Mendocino Murder. 
H O T E L S . 


U k ia h , February 25.—On last Mon 
day Deputy Sheriff L. Stanley arrived 
in this town, having in charge Mr. 
Alexander and his partner, Giger, of 
Sherwood valley, under arrest for the 
murder of Mrs. Strong. The body of 
the unfortunate lady was found by an 
Indian last Saturday. It was discov­ 
ered in a deep gorge in the moun­ 
tains, three miles from her house. In 
concealing the body the murderers had 
deposited it in a crevice in the bed of 
a stream. This stream, swollen by 
the late storms, covered the body with 
a deptli of several feet of water. The 
place of concealment was also under a 
fall in the creek of some fifteen feet, 
so that the creek iu full volume shot 
clear over the body, and contributed 
to hide it from view when the first 
search was made. At the time of the 
finding only the feet remained expos­ 
ed, the body being weighed down 
with stones. In the first search this 
dark gorge was thoroughly examined, 
but told no tale of the horrible deed 
with which it is now so gloomily asso­ 
ciated, aud the very spot of the find­ 
ing was sounded with long poles. 
At last the water subsidiad, and a 
straying Indian making his way from 
the mouth of the gorge saw the ex­ 
posed feet, and at once knew that the 
mystery of the place of concealment 
was solved. The reward heretofore 
ottered in hopes of solving the doubt 
as to murder belongs to the Indian. 
Upon attempting to remove the body 
it was found to be held in place by 
large stones, one of which required the 
united effort of two men with a crow­ 
bar to remove it. A night-dress, a 
calico wrapper, shoes and stockings 
was all the apparel it had on. An ex­ 
amination showed that death had been 
ciused by a gunshot wound in the 
Head. The ball had entered the back 
and left side of the head, passing 
through and fracturing tjie skull over 
the right eye, and remaining just un­ 
der the frontal bone. Thus, after sev­ 
eral days of expectant and excited 
search by a large number of people 
from all parts of the country, persisted 
in through storm aud snow, by camp­ 
ing out in the inhospitable mountains, 
the truth is realized that a cold­ 
blooded and atrocious murder had 
been committed. The victim of this 
terrible depravity and fiendish malice 
was an old lady of 50 years, who was 
taken from her bed at night, forced to 
travel over the mountains through the 
most pitiless storm of the season, and 
amid the terrors of the night and the 
solitude murdered in cowardly heart- 
lessncss, aud her body kid away as de­ 
scribed. 
From the statement of Deputy Sher­ 
iff Stanley, it appeara that the first 
thing found to indicate the direction 
taken by the murderers was a comb, 
found near where the horse had been 
shot. This gave a slight clue, hut 
proved to be of much service. Upon 
finding the body on Saturday, as re­ 
lated, the Sheriff placed a guard over 
it, he himself remaining all night 
with the suspected parties. These par­ 
ties are the same who caused the ar­ 
rest of Mr. Strong last Summer on a 
charge of grand larceny in stealing a 
cow, and secured his conviction and 
sentence to the State Prison. Suspi­ 
cion was also strengthened by the 
rumor that in the search one of these 
men, when near the spot of conceal­ 
ment, asked the other, “Is she still 
concealed?” 
Sunday morning, the Deputy Sher­ 
iff summoned a Coroner’s jury and left 
to make the arrests, which he did 
without difficulty. In summoning the 
jury he placed the best men of the 
place on the jury as a precaution 
against hanging by the mob. This 
was a wise precaution as it proved, for 
in passing Traber’s mill, in Lit tie Lake 
valley, a party of about twenty armed 
men informed him that they wanted 
these parties. Stanley don’t scare 
worth much and replied that they 
had families and that they must take 
him first, Stanley told them finally 
that if they would meet him at a cer­ 
tain spot and give the men a fair trial 
lie would let them come up with him. 
But as the horses of the pursuers were 
jaded they did not afterward overtake 
them. The danger was not over, how­ 
ever, for upon arriving here mutter- 
ings and threats from the crowd made 
the iron cage of our splendid jail wel­ 
come to them. A strong guard sur­ 
rounds the jail at all times. Stanley 
informed your correspondent that lie 
knew more of the details than was 
prudent now to disclose.—[Correspond­ 
ence Sacramento Record. 


The Vasqez Banditti. 
Sheriff Adams of San Jose has re­ 
ceived information that a party of 
Vigilantes had an engagement recent­ 
ly with a detachment of the Vasquez 
bandits at a place in the Mount Diablo 
range, opposite the lower end of Tulare 
lake, and known as Zapatachino creek 
The conflict took place four or five 
days prior to Vasquez’ raid on Cozote 
Station on the Los Angelos road. The 
San Jose Mercary says that Vigilante 
bands have been in existence all 
through the country formerly selected 
by Vasquez for his stamping grounds 
and places of rendezvous ever since the 
Kingston foray, and a portion of the 
gang of outlaws happening to come 
back to these proscribed localities, a 
band of Vigilantes got after them, and 
soon a very hot engagement ensued 
when the outlaws were overtaken. 
Cleovaro Chavez, the bloodthirsty 
lieutenant of the bandit chief, was 
wounded, mortally, it was conjectured, 
hut as lie and the others managed to 
escape, on account of their thorougli 
know ledge of the mountain fastnesses, 
his after fate is at present unknown. 
An exchange says that Denver lias 
five daily newspapers and only one 
poorhouse. 
Another poorliouso is 
contemplated, owing to the report that 
a sixth paper is about to be started 
there.
